Forcing  Chrysanthemums  Into  Early  Bloom 

ALEX  LAURIE 


To  be  successful  the  following  points  should  be  observed: 

1.  The  plants  should  be  benched  by  June  1  since  a  stretch  of  18-20  inches  in  stem  is  necessary 
in  case  of  the  standard  varieties  and  about  12  inches  for  the  pompons,  before  the  cloth  is  used. 

2.  The  cloth  used  should  be  not  less  than  a  64x104  thread  count  to  the  square  inch.  The  Wind¬ 
sor  Co.  of  Windsor,  Conn,  is  one  firm  which  has  been  manufacturing  it  for  the  florist.  The  Landers 
Corp.  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  manufactures  a  rubberized  material  of  closely  woven  cloth  which  eliminates 
practically  all  light,  and  for  that  reason  is  very  acceptable,  except  that  it  has  a  tendency  to  pin-hole 
quickly.  Flimsy  cloths  which  admit  light  to  any  degree  are  not  satisfactory.  The  tobacco  cloth 
which  is  used  for  cloth  houses  is  manufactured  by  the  Windsor  Co.  of  Windsor,  Conn,  and  the 
Kendall  Mills  of  Walpole,  Mass. 

3.  A  frame  should  be  erected  five  to  six  feet  above  the  bench  and  the  cloth  stretched  so  as 
to  cover  the  sides  and  the  top  completely. 

4.  About  five  to  six  weeks  after  benching  the  cloth  should  be  used  daily  from  5  p.  m.  until 
7  a.  m.  of  the  next  day  for  a  period  of  30  to  40  days  for  the  standards  and  somewhat  longer  for  the 
pompons.  The  time  will  vary  with  the  season;  the  discontinuance  of  treatment  may  be  determined 
in  the  standards  when  buds  have  developed  and  in  the  pompons  when  they  show  color. 

5.  The  last  pinching  of  the  pompons  should  be  made  a  week  or  so  before  applying  the  cloth. 

6.  Succession  of  flowering  may  be  secured  by  applying  the  cloth  at  weekly  intervals  from  July 
1  and  until  September  1. 

7.  Occasional  omittance  of  the  cloth  application  will  not  affect  the  ultimate  result. 

8.  It  is  possible  to  use  the  same  cloth  on  two  different  benches  by  covering  one  bench  from 
3  p.  m.  and  until  dark  and  then  transferring  the  cloth  to  another  bench  where  it  should  remain  until 
10  a.  m.  of  the  next  day.  With  such  a  treatment  earliness  will  not  be  quite  as  pronounced. 

9.  No  difference  in  culture  is  necessary  except  that  of  benching  earlier. 

10.  If  the  treatment  is  to  be  used  under  tobacco  cloth  out-of-doors  care  should  be  taken  to 
prevent  bulging  of  the  cloth  downward  over  the  plants,  due  to  heavy  rainfall.  When  so  used,  either 
.the  cloth  should  fce  stretched  on  a  slant  or  not  applied  at  all  when  rain  threatens. 

11.  Some  pink  and  bronze  varieties  will  fade,  due  to  the  high  heat  at  time  of  maturity.

ILLINI  AUTUMN — Pompon.  Flowers  nepal  red  fading  to  Japan  rose;  1%  inches,  of  good 
depth;  cutting  date  November  12;  good  producer. 

ILLINI  BEAUTY — Pompon.  Flowers  lemon  chrome  with  bronze  center;  fading  to  uniform 
lemon  chrome;  1%  inches;  cutting  date  November  25.  Rather  tall  grower. 

ILLINI  CANARY — Pompon  similar  to  Varsity.  Flowers  pale  yellow;  1  to  1  %  inch;  cutting 
date  November  5.  It  flowers  evenly  so  that  crop  can  be  cut  clean. 

ILLINI  EAGLE — Anemone.  Flowers  English  red  with  gold-tipped  center,  changing  to  uniform 
light  orange-yellow;  2%  inches;  cutting  date  November  20.  Good  grower  with  heavy  stems. 

ILLINI  FAIRY — Button  pompon.  Flowers  amaranth-pink  changing  to  mallow  pink;  1  inch; 
cutting  date  November  16.  Growth  good,  short  necked  with  sprays  level  across  the  top.  A  good 
deep  pink  button. 

ILLINI  GLORY — Single,  similar  to  Mensa,  with  6  to  8  rows  of  ray  florets.  Flowers  pure 
white  with  yellow  disc;  3  to  3V2  inches;  cutting  date  November  5.  A  strong  grower  and  more  pro¬ 
ductive  than  Mensa. 

ILLINI  GLOW — Large  pompon.  Flowers  lemon-chrome;  2  inches;  cutting  date  November 
14.  Stems  strong  and  sturdy  with  well  placed  flowers  on  short,  firm  pedicels. 

ILLINI  GOLD — Large  pompon.  Flowers  bright  cadmium  yellow  similar  to  that  of  Friendly 
Rival;  1%  inches;  cutting  date  November  16.  A  plant  of  medium  height  and  sturdy  growth.  The 
deepest  yellow  pompon  in  the  University  collection. 

ILLINI  PRINCESS — Pompon.  Flowers  ochraceous-orange  changing  to  uniform  ochraneous- 
buff  when  mature;  IV2  to  2  inches  and  about  half  as  high;  cutting  date  November  12. 

ILLINI  SNOWFLAKE — Pompon.  Flowers  pure  white;  1%  inches;  cutting  date  November  14. 
A  good  grower  with  sturdy  stems  and  short  necks.  A  purer  white  than  Bobby  and  a  better  grower.

Prolonging  The  Blooming  Period 
IN  CHRYSANTHEMUMS 

To  prolong  the  period  of  bloom  into  December  and  January,  the  varieties  desired  may 
be  planted  late  in  June  or  July;  about  three  weeks  before  buds  show  additional  light  should 
be  given  for  approximately  as  long  a  period  as  the  extension  over  the  normal  time  is  wanted. 
Thus,  if  a  variety  blooms  normally  in  mid-November,  a  30-day  treatment  will  bring  it  in  about 
mid-December.  If  wanted  for  January,  the  treatment  should  continue  for  45  days  or  longer. 

The  additional  light  should  be  in  the  fOiin  of  Mazda  lamps  (clear  or  frosted).  The 
lamps  should  be  stretched  over  the  bench  using  25  to  40  watt  sizes,  five  feet  above  the  plants, 
and  spaced  five  feet  apart.  Suitable  reflectors  are  necessary — either  the  porcelain  lined  R.L.M. 
dome  reflectors  or  deep  aluminum  cake  tins  with  a  hole  punched  for  the  lamp.  The  light 
should  be  turned  on  just  before  dusk  and  continued  for  three  to  four  hours  daily. 

Unless  this  light  is  applied  before  the  formation  of  buds,  crippled  flowers  may  result. 
The  cost  of  the  installation  is  very  small  in  comparison  with  the  results  secured.  Mid-season 
and  late  varieties  should  be  used.

This  dwarf  species  is  well  suited  for  pot  culture,  but  especially  for 
landscape  work.  If  planted  early,  the  individual  plants  will  often  attain 
a  size  of  three  to  four  feet  in  diameter.  The  three  requirements  of 
success  are:  Rich  soil,  Full  sunlight,  AND  PLENTY  OF  ROOM.  Four  to 
five  feet  apart  in  field  rows. 


While  they  are  in  flower  normally  in  August,  some  will  start  bloom¬ 
ing  in  June.
